His outfit was firing on 
a record course, using 1903 mod­ 
el Springfield rifles' at 200 yards, 
ten shots slow fire standing, 
ive sitting, five kneeling, rapid

hat fired 27 riddled the targets 
or expert ratings, 116 were 

checked off as' sharpshooters 
and 608 made marksmanship 
scores.
